On the ‘6th an affray oc- 
Y curred at Visalia, a small town in Tulare 
i county, between some secessionists and 
the soldiers stationed there.

Thirty-six shots were 
exchanged. Tulare and the adjoming 
counties in the Southern part of the 
State, contain numerous secessionists, 
At Visalia great excitement prevailed, 
and some of the Union citizens organ- 
ized a home'guard, while others pursued 
the parties who had fired at the soldiers. 
The house of the man who shot the sol- 
i dier was burned down on the night of 
thé 7th, which exasperated both the 
Unionists “and Secessionists, each accus- 
ing the other of the deed.

The Boston Post gives the following 
resume of the*political history of Mexico, 
which the present state of affairs renders 
specially interesting: 

Mexico was discovered by Cortes in 
1519; Montezuma was then its ruler.— 
He perished in 1521 and the country fell 
into the hands of the Spanish invaders. 
Cortes called the country New Spain, 
and was placed over ıt as Captain Gene- 
ral, and held his office until 1535, when 
he was displaced by a Viceroy. It re- 
mained a colony of Spain for nearly three 
hundred years. In 1808 events in the 
Spanish peninsula created disturbances 
in Mexico. The unwise proceedings of a 
new ruling body denominated the Cor- 
tes, weakened first and then broke the 
loyalty of Mexico to Spain. The Vice- 
roy, to remedy the dissatisfactions and 
to conciliate the Americans, proposed a 
Junta of Representatives from each prov- 
ince, to be composed equally of Europe- 
ans and natives. The former were in 
censed at this and sent the Viceroy out 
of thecountry. Venegros, his successor, 
exasperated the Creoles by his severity 
and partiality for the Spaniards. In Sep- 
tember, 1810, therefore, a conspiracy 
broke out into insurrection. Hidalgo, a 
priest, led the insurgents, but after a 
desperate struggle he was put to death 
in 1811. Morelos, a priest, succeeded 
him as Captain General; he advanced in 
January, 1812, near to the capital. He 
was obliged to retreat, but captured sev- 
eral important places. A National Con- 
-gress assembled in September, 1813, and 
declared Mexico independent. Subse- 
‘quently Iturbide, who led the Govern- 
ment forces, triumphed, anil Moreolos 
was shot in 1815.. In 1817, Gen. Mina 
entered the country with foreign forces 
but was captured and shot. In 1819 
Guerro alone remained of the insurgent 
leaders, Thenext year the Cotes or- 
dered the sale of the Qhurch property. 
The Viceroy Apodeica, ordered Iturbide 
toreduce the insurgent chief, but he 
coalesced with him and proclaimed the 
independence of the country Feoruary 
24, 1821. Shortly after a peace was 
agreed upon, and it was stipulated that 
the Spanish forcea should leave the coun- 
try. The Viceroy and Iturbide were as- 
sociated as rulers. A seperate monarchy 
under a Bourbon Prince was to be the 
Government. In February, 1822, a Oon- 
gress assembled to settle the constitution, 
but the Cortes declared all the proceed- 
ings null, and thereupon Iturbide declar-

The Polish Secret Committee. 

The New Orleans Picayune of the 
21st Aug., gives a most interesting ac- 
count of a Polish Secret Committee of 
Twelve, which had its headquarters, its 
places of meeting, its primting presses, 
íts secretaries, messengers and spies in 
Warsaw, and not the first sign of a clue 
has heretofore been discovered which 
might put the police on their track.— 
And all this under the nose and eyes of 
severo martial law, Russian police, and 
celebrated detectives imported from Lon- 
don and Paris. To disobey the orders 
of this committee was death. 

Even the Grand Duke Constantine is 
a subject of supervision by the commute 
tee. He has been warned as well as ad- 
yised, and no man in Warsaw regards 
lightly the warnings or advice of this 
power. Those to whom the Secret Gov- 
ernment dictates must obey. There js 
but one other alternative—death, 

The Picayune copies the following ac- 
counts given in the Continental papers: 


Thirty-two hundred thousand rubles 
vanished from the Government treasury 
in Warsaw, and when an investigation 
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was ordered, four department offieers 
were found missing, and a recéipt from 
tho secret government for the full amount 


. was found on the floor of the vault. The 


Russian detective police was especially 
intrusted to hunt up tle secret press of 
the National Comnuttes, and a reward 
of tliee thousand silver rubles had been 
proclaimed if the printing office were 
discovered within a specified time. This 
of course brought all the energies of the 
police into play, but again in vain. Soon 
afterwards a printer m the employ of 
the committee appeared at the pelice 
office and offered to betray the place if 
the promised reward were given him. 
After the 3,000 rubles and a secure pas- 
sage into the interior of Russia had been 
secured to him, he designated the street 
and house, in the third story of which 
a shoemaker’s shop was established, but 
under the mask of which each evening, 
after 11 o’clock, proclamations and ad- 
dresses of the Nativnal Government were 
stiuck off. The Russian police resolved 
to undertake the arrests and the occupa- 
tion of the premises that same evening, 
and in the meanwhile to have the house 
secretly watched. After 11o’clock, when 
the police thought nearly all of the of- 
fenders must be present, they entered 
the house and penetrated to the third 
story, where they found, in accordance 
with the printers statement, a press and 
some fresh printed circulars, but no trace 
of any workmen, who must have left but 
a few moments before, for the form was 
still wet. In what manner they es- 
caped the eyes of the police is unexplain- 
able, When the room was searched a 
covered chest was tound ina cerner.— 
The cover was taken off, and to the hor- 
ror and amazement of the police they 
found the strangled body of the traitor- 
printer, with the warrant of the secret 
government on his breast, stating the 
circumstances of his trial; that he had 
been condemned tv death on the charge 
of treasom, and requesting the revolu- 
tionary authorities to execute the sen-- 
tence upon him wherever he meght be 
found. 


The committee’s knowledge of all that 
is “gomg on,” and its summary manner 
of carrying out its sentences, 1s lustra- 
ted in the following examples 7 


A Russian officer, who refused to obey 
a decree of the National Government, re- 
ceived his death-warrant. One morning, 
as he was just leaving his house, in one 
of the most populated streets of the city, 
he was stabbed through the heart and 
feli on the floor, A railroad officer, who 
had taken arms from the patriots, rè- 
ceived a sentence of death. In fear and 
terror he fled to Prussia, where he was 
found suspended to a tree. A German 
banker in Warsaw was ordered to pay 
six thousand rubles. Fearing thut by 
doing so he might draw upen himself the 
suspicions of the Russifn government, he 
went tothe Grand Duke, Constantine, 
to obtain his advice, but the Duke had 
none to give. Scarcely roturned home, 
he found a second nosi¢ce advising lim 
.that his assessment had been raised to 
twelve thousand rubles on account of his 
delay and deliberation, with a note add~ 
ing that the money must be paid at once. 
He immediately paid it. The Countess 
Wielopolski was assessed a much higher 
sum, and when sho shrugged her should- 
ers at it, she was asked to look on the 
other side of the paper. She then read 
something which induced her at once to 
pay the amount. 

The Prussian Secretary, Enoch, ad- 
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vised the Grand Duke, at a fami) 
ner party iv the palace, to send the Po- 
lish prisoners to Siberia. ‘he several 
Governments were immediately notified 
of this fact, and sent a note to Enoch, 
threatening him with mstant death if 
he persisted in his course. He desisted. 
A Jewish merchant in Warsaw had 
closed a contract with the Russian Gov- 
ernment of sore 40,000 rubles; He re- 
cvived a note from the National Gommit- 
tee informing him that he must at once 
throw up the contract. He replied in 
return, by the same messenger, that: he 
was poor and was on the eve of celebra- 
ting the marriage of his daughter. This 
contract would enable lim to make a 
profit of 10,000 rubles, and to give his 
daughter an appropriate dowry. He of- 
fered the committee one-half of the ex- 
pected profits if they would’ consent to 
his fulfillmg the contract. An hourafter, 
he received the congratulations of the 
committee on the marriage of his daugh- 
ter; his petition was allowed under the 
pecuhar circumstances, and his offer ac- 
cepted, but he was strictly enjomed to 
engage in np further contracts with the 
Russian Government. The implicit obe- 
dience which is paid by Russians and 
Poles to the decrees of the secret gov- 
ernment can only be explained by the 
certainty with which ıt inflicts punish- 


ment in every case of disobedience.

citizens’ clothes. The Rangers charg 
vnce’and the Indians once, and eac 
party seeing the great disadvantage the 
party charging labored under, they, for 
some time, endeavored to piovoke the 
ather party to make the assault, and 
finally made a drawn battle of it. "h 
Indians then retired, while the Rangen 
went to Comanche for. reinforcements, 
which they obtained, and then proceeded 
to occupy the Cedar Gap, to cut them 
off, as they came down. :
